of Arkansas Game & Fish 
Commission reported to your 
editor this morning that a male 
and female bald eagle have 
taken up residence in the woods 
surrounding Bois d'Arc Lake— 
and suggested we publish this in 
the hope that they are permitted 
to nest and make Bois d'Arc their 
permanent home. 


There is a dispute among 


outdoorsmen about the wisdom 
of such publication, 
some 


holding that there are just 
enough skunks in the human 
family to raise the risk that they 
will make use of this notice to 
locate and kill these giant birds. 


But 
the 
bald 
eagle 
is 


threatened with extinction, and, 
as America's national emblem, 
it is protected by all the laws in 
the game book. Whoever is crazy 
enough to molest one runs the 
risk of going to a federal 
penitentiary. 


Our notice, therefore, is an 


appeal to all outdoorsmen to help 
keep a watch on our guests. If 
they vanish under suspicious 
circumstances The Star will post 
a (100 reward for the arrest and 
conviction of the marauder. 
We'll report further on our bald 
eagles—and trust all wildlife 
lovers will close ranks in their 
defense. 


I've seen but one bald eagle in 


the wilds, in all my life—on the 
eastern edge of Narrows Lake in 
February several years back 
when I was showing the lake to L. 
C. Denney, L. & A. locomotive 
engineer—an incident I reported 
in a recent column. 


But the big bird seldom comes 


our way except to feed on shad in 
late Winter—and I believe this is 
the first time a pair have been 
sighted in our county.

Israel Will 
Refuse to 
Pull Back

JERUSALEM (AP) - Israel 


reportedly will refuse to pull all 
its troops back from the Suez 
Canal until it gets a peace 
agreement, but will leave the 
door open to a reduction of its 
forces along the front line with 
Egypt. 


Informed sources say Pre- 


mier Golda Meir will outline 
that position Tuesday before the 
Knesset, the Israeli parliament, 
in response to the demand made 
last 
Thursday 
by 
Egyptian 


President Anwar Sadat. 


In accepting a 30-day exten- 


sion of the cease-fire along the 
canal, Sadat demanded that Is- 
rael make a "partial withdraw- 
al" of its forces from the Suez 
during the truce period. He said 
Egypt in return would reopen 
the canal, which has 
been 


closed since the 1967 Arab-Israe- 
li war. 


Informants 
said 
although 


most Israeli Cabinet members 
didn't consider Sadat's proposal 
serious, they felt Israel should 
not discount the possibilities it 
might present. 


The sources said Israel would 


seek a clarification of what the 
Egyptians meant by "partial 
withdrawal"—if 
this 
would 


mean only a reduction of Israeli 
troop strength on the east bank 
of the canal or a pullback to a 
new line somewhere in the Sinai 
Desert. 


The request for clarification is 


to be made through Gunnar V. 
Jarring, the U.N. mediator act- 
ing as go-between in the indirect 
peace talks Israel, Egypt and 
Jordan are holding in New 
York. 


The sources said Mrs. Meir 


would also tell the Knesset her 
government is ready to enter 
negotiations to reopen the canal 
but will insist that Israeli ships 
be permitted 
passage—a de- 


mand Egypt has always reject- 
ed in the past. 


Sadat did not mention Israeli 


shipping in his offer to reopen 
the waterway. He also did not 
say what Egypt would do if Is- 
rael did not agree to his demand 
for a partial withdrawal.

News Agency charged that Is- 
rljfeli troops ace "heaping: sand 
dunes into the Suez Canal:" The 
agency said this began Saturday 
night and was "proof that Israel 
wants to hamper the clearing" 
of the waterway.

Mashhour, said the canal could 
be reopened within four months.

Hope Federal 
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Foes Work on 
Own Plan

WASHINGTON (AP) - House 


opponents of President Nixon's 
$5-billion revenue-sharing plan 
are working on a strategy for 
helping hard-pressed states in 
other ways, trying to reduce de- 
mand for the administration 
program. 


Key to the strategy is welfare 


reform, now given top priority 
by the House Ways and Means 
Committee. The committee will 
delay hearings on revenue shar- 
ing until late in the year, Chair- 
man Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 
has said. 


Mills and the ranking Republi- 


can member, Rep. John W. 
Byrnes of Wisconsin, have taken 
public 
stands 
against 
no- 


strings-tied 
revenue 
sharing 


with states and localities, but 
are supporting welfare reform. 


The committee staff, it was 


understood, has been directed to 
draft several alternative wel- 
fare-financing provisions with 
one thing in common: "They 
would increase the Federal 
share of the cost. 


Then, when the committee 


hears governors and local offi- 
cials who are pushing hard for 
revenue sharing, it would be in 
position to say the states al- 
ready are in line for substantial 
federal help. 


Even a relatively modest real- 


location of the welfare percent- 
age paid by the federal govern- 
ment could add up to big fig- 
ures. 


The total welfare cost in the 


1970 fiscal year, ended last June 
30, was $13.15 billion, with the 
government paying $7.5 billion, 
or 57.2 per cent. 


For the present fiscal year, it 


is estimated the total will jump 
to $17 billion and the federal 
share to $9.6 billion. 


The proportion of welfare cost 


paid by the federal government 
varies from state to state, ac- 
cording to the level of benefits 
and services provided by each. 


Significantly, the federal per- 


centage is relatively low in big 
states with extensive programs, 
such as New York and Califor- 
nia. And these are among states 
with the most severe 
fiscal 


problems. They would stand to 
gain substantially from a per- 
centage of reallocation. 


One aspect of the administra- 


tion's welfare proposal would 
guarantee no state would be re- 
quired to spend more than 90 
per cent of the amount of local 
funds allocated to welfare in 
1971. In other words, as the wel- 
fare load continues to increase, 
the federal government would 
pick up the tab for all the rise in 
costs. 


When Mills attacked revenue 


sharing in one of his rare spe- 
cial House speeches last week, 
he listed a number of alterna- 
tives and emphasized a greater 
federal contribution in grant-in- 
aid programs.

of Robbery 
Is Upheld

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


Arkansas Supreme Court upheld 
today the robbery conviction 
and sentence of 7 to 21 years 
in prison for Eddie Morris, for- 
merly known as Eddie Tate, in 
connection with a holdup in For- 
rest City during racial troubles 
in 1969. 


Tate was convicted in St. 


Francis County Circuit Court in 
connection with the holdup of a 
grocery store the night of Aug. 
14, 1969. The store's only em- 
ploye, William F. Epps, was 
stabbed during the robbery. 


The high court opinion by As- 


sociate Justice Conley Byrd re- 
jected 10 arguments asserted 
for reversal of the conviction. 


The high court also upheld a 


St. Francis County Circuit Court 
conviction of Johnny Harper in 
a companion case. Harper was 
sentenced to seven years in 
prison in connection with the 
same crime. 


The Supreme Court also up- 


held a Pulaski County Circuit 
Court decision that Hallmark 
Loan & Investment Corp. is en- 
titled to a certificate authenti- 
cating its existence as an indus- 
trial loan company under Act 
111 of 1941. 


Securities Commissioner Wil- 


loam F. Sherman had institut- 
ed suit challenging Hallmark's 
operation as an industrial loan 
company. 


Hallmark had acted as an in- 


dustrial loan institution since its 
organization in 1927. Act 111 pro- 
vided that existing companies in 
1941 
might become industrial 


loan institutions by making 
written application to the state 
bank commissioner within 30 
days after approval of the act. 


The act took effect on April 


2, 1941 and a letter dated April 
1 of that year from Union Indus- 
trial, the former name of Hall- 
mark, asked the commissioner 
to consider the letter as a form- 
al application for a certificate.

NEW YORK (AP) - Shortly 


after 7 p.m. Sunday as millions 
of television viewers in the New 
York metropolitan area were 
settling down In front of their 
sets, the sound stopped and the 
picture dissolved into something 
that looked like a heavy snow- 
fall. 


A Manhattan electrical power 


failure had knocked out broad- 
casting on all local channels 
transmitting from the mast atop 
the blacked-out Empire State 
Building. For the next 2% hours 
there was a good chance to 
measure the degree to which 
the individual is addicted to the 
use of that square box. 


Paul Klein, a former NBC 


vice president In charge of audi- 
ence measurement, says In a re- 
cent New York magazine article 
that his two decades of "watch- 
ing people watch television" 
have convinced him that the 
public is "hooked, chained and 
otherwise enslaved" by televi- 
sion. 


Suddenly deprived, what did 


we do? Many made phone calls 
trying to find out what hap- 
pened, while most of us turned 
to our radios for an answer. 
Then we cast around for substi- 
tutes. Suddenly conversation, 
books and good, dependable ra- 
dio were back in style. 


Klein has his own explanation 


for the heavy TV-watching by 
the public. He believes that, 
contrary to their own opinions, 
people do not watch particular 
programs. 


"You turn on the set because 


it Is there— you can't resist," he 
says, "and you then settle down 
to watch that program among 
all those offered at a given time 
which can be endured with the 
least amount of pain and suffer- 
ing." 


He calls this his "Theory of 


the Least 
Objectional Pro- 


gram," and uses It to explain 
the enormous popularity of 
some mediocre programs and 
the failures of some very good 
ones. 


This long-time student of 


viewers also is convinced that 
most of us lie— to our friends 
and to ourselves— about our 
viewing habits. We are, he says, 
likely to believe that we really 


L don't watch television much. We 
are also fond of demanding 
more news and public affairs 
shows on television while we ac- 
tually have our sets tuned, by 
choice, to Flip Wilson or "Gun- 
smoke." 


The most remarkable televi- 


sion over the weekend came to 
us live from the moon. The pic- 
tures of the astronauts moving 
around the lunar surface, one of 
them even taking a swing at a 
golf ball, were extraordinarily 
clear. The three networks pro- 
vided thorough coverage, par- 
ticularly through those moments 
of real suspense— the landing 
and lift-off on the lunar surface 
and the link-up later with the 
command capsule. 


"Wildfire," a fine NBC docu- 


mentary Friday night, was a

It 
is called the Pacific Kitch- 
en and Dee McGregor,, a 
graduate of the University of 
Washington in home econom- 
ics, is its director. 


"Let's begin with Alaska

We sell 
them fresh in June and froz- 
en during the rest of the 
year. Our markets include 
New York, Boston and Chi- 
cago. We ship by air freight 
and it is so fast our berries, 
very perishable, hold up per- 
fectly. 


"Raspberries are also a 


somewhat 
expensive item. 


But everyone seems to love 
them," she comments. 


But all northwestern food 


is not expensive. 


"Idaho-Oregon sweet Span- 


ish onions are remarkably 
sweet, you know. 
Some 


weigh as much as a pound 
apiece. They are not expen- 
sive but very delightful," she 
says, adding: 


"We also handle Ala, a 


bulgar wheat product made 
from soft white wheat. Re- 
sembles wild rice somewhat 
in taste. It is growing in na- 
tional popularity."

"For one thing, the 
first loss for a basketball team 
is always critical (Southern Cal- 
ifornia, the nation's 
No. 2- 


ranked club, now is 16-1.) 


"The inter-city rivalry be- 


tween our schools always makes 
this particular loss more diffi- 
cult. The advantage that it gives 
the winner in the Pacific-8 
Conference, by remaining unde- 
feated, is extremely tough for 
the loser. 


"And, it gives us no chance 


for any further mistakes." 


UCLA, the country's No. 3 


club, built its over-all mark to 
16-1 and Pacific-8 record to 5-0.

Runner Does 
as Predicted

Tom Von Ruden finally did it. 


The blond former Oklahoma 
State runner predicted he would 
run a sub-four-minute mile and 
he did. 


However, Von Ruden said he 


was going to do it eight days 
ago at the Millrose Track Meet 
in New York—and the Olympic 
1500-meters ace didn't accom- 
plish his feat until this Saturday 
night at Fort Worth's 10-lap 
banked board track, capping the 
two-day meet. 


Little matter though since it 


was also the first sub-four-min- 
ute mile indoors in the United 
States since Jim Ryun achieved 
the distinction three years ago 
in New York on Feb. 9, 1968, 
running a 3:57.5. 


Von Ruden, running for the 


Pacific Coast Club, was caught 
in 3:59.4 at the Fort Worth 
Coaches Indoor Games and it 
was his first ever indoors under 
the magic mark. Jim Crawford, 
a Richardson, 
Tex., school- 


teacher helped immeasurably, 
setting a brisk pace and finish- 
ing in 4:01.4. Von Ruden trailed 
until he passed Crawford with 
two laps to go. 


Von Ruden, who also won the 


1,000-yard run in Toronto the 
night before in 2:08.2, said he 
was tired and had only three 
hours sleep. 


"Sometimes being tired will 


relax you," he said. "That's 
what happened tonight." 


What happened a week ago at 


the Millrose Games was a dif- 
ferent story. Von Ruden, who 
was the defender at 1,000-yards 
there, requested a chance at 
Marty 
Liquori, 
Villanova's 


Olympian, in the mile. 


"I'll beat the four minute 


mark for you if you put me in 
the mile," Von Ruden said. And 
since there has never been one 
in that famous meet, the pro- 
moter quickly accepted Tom. 


He failed that night, running a 


4:02.1, which placed him 10 
yards behind Liquori, who won 
in 4:00.6. But this weekend was 
a different story. 


In all there were meets in 


New York and Toronto on Fri- 
day night and two others on Sat- 
urday besides Fort Worth, in 
Baltimore and Seattle. 


At Seattle, Kerry Pearce, of 


Australia tied his own world 
mark of 8:27.2 in winning the

of Engineers to halt construc- 
tion of the dam.

Several cities in the 
area of the proposed dam have 
entered the suit with the Corps 
of Engineers. They are in sup- 
port of the dam and have said 
they intend to use water creat- 
ed by the reservoir. 


In outlining his case, Arnold 


said that a description of the 
project and several procedural 
matters did not comply with the 
National Environmental Policy 
Act of 1969. 


Arnold told the court today 


that the engineers had not con- 
sidered "many alternatives" to 
the dam, including structural 
construction, which he said 
would alleviate flooding. 


Asst. U.S. Attorney Walter G.

facturing problems caused by 
the gravity of the earth. 


Liquids were transferred be- 


tween containers, metals were 
cast in a small heat chamber, 
solutions of different liquids 
were separated and heat flow 
and convection were measured. 


The liquid transfer test was 


conducted with two tanks, one 
with and one without baffling. 
In the unbaffled tank, the liquid 
tended to stick to the sides and 
flowed unevenly. In the other, 
the baffles controlled the flow. 
The results could be important 
in the design of future space re- 
fueling systems and in certain 
manufacturing processes. 


The liquid separation 
that 


demonstrated 
an engineering 


approach to separation without 
the presence of sedimentation 
and heat convection, 
which 


cause problems in earth's gravi- 
ty. Roosa said this could have 
an important effect on medical 
and biological research and 
might lead to the manufacture 
of pure vaccines in space. 


During the heat flow and con- 


vection demonstration, the as- 
tronauts measured the effect on 
different kinds of gases and 
fluids. The information could be 
used for space manufacturing 
processes. 


Over a period of several 


hours, the spacemen processed 
18 different easily melted met- 
als and alloys in the heat cham- 
ber. The specimens will be ex- 
amined on earth, but experts 
expect them to have cooled uni- 
formly and thus have more 
strength than similar metals 
cast on earth. 


Many scientists believe that 


orbiting 
space 
laboratories 


eventually could be used to 
manufacture such items as per- 
fectly round ball bearings, pre- 
cision optical lenses and super- 
strong materials. 


The astronauts' 
only com- 


plaint was that the horde of 
rocks gathered on the moon 
cramped the cabin of the com- 
mand ship Kitty Hawk. 


Scientists began preparing the 


lunar receiving laboratory here 
for the receipt of the 108 pounds 
of rocks which Shepard and 
Mitchell gathered at one of the 
oldest areas of the moon, the 
Fra Mauro highlands. 
They 


may hold secrets to the creation 
of the moon and our earth and 
solar system.

Dear Dr. Lamb —My hus- 


band. 36, was a h e a v y 
drinker until two years ago 
at which time he became 
very ill and was vomiting 
blood. He was advised by his 
doctor that he must abso- 
lutely stop drinking so that 
his liver would not suffer 
any more damage; other- 
wise he would pay for this by 
an early death. 


I would like to know what 
sort of diet my h u s b a n d 
s h o u l d eat because occa- 
sionally he will vomit (with 
tinges of blood) even though 
he hasn't drunk anything. We 
use a great deal of butter, 
margarine and oil in our 
cooking. 


Dear Reader —Your hus- 


band's problem is .all too 
typical of the heavy drinker. 
He never believes anything 
is going to happen to him 
until it has happened. 


Sudden onset of vomiting 


blood is one of the hazards 
of prolonged heavy drinking. 
It can occur from several 
different causes. The stom- 
ach or digestive tract may 
be so irritated that bleeding 
occurs. The liver can be 
damaged, even though the 
person doesn't know it. This 
can cause an obstruction in 
Ihe n o r m a l flow of blood 
through the liver and the 
veins around the esophagus 
at the opening of the stom- 
ach dilate (esophageal 
varices). If you will, these 
are hemorrhoids or vari- 
cose veins of the esophagus. 
The large dilated veins rup- 
ture and there is a sudden 
onset of bleeding, which may 
be massive. 


Until this happens chronic 


use of excess alcohol may 
only show increased redness 
of the palms (liver palms- 
similar changes also occur 
without liver disease) and 
sometimes small dilated red 
blood vessels at different lo- 
cations on the skin. Because 
of their shape we call them 
spider nevi or s p i d e r l i k e 
moies.

that your husband has scar- 
ring of the liver (cirrhosis)

mechanical irritation, with 
or without esophageal var- 
ices. This may be what is 
happening with your hus- 
band. 


The diet in liver disease 


depends a great deal on its 
cause. An acute alcoholic 
crisis with severe liver in- 
volvement requires different 
management as does ad- 
vanced liver failure. In your 
husband's case he would 
probably be better off on a 
diet rich in proteins and car- 
bohydrates but low in fat. 
This means giving up butter, 
margarine and trying to 
cook with as little fat as pos- 
sible. Of course, alcohol is 
OUT—for good. 


Diets rich in protein usual- 


ly provide a lot of vitamins. 
Nevertheless, for the heavy 
drinker or the person who 
has already had liver dam- 
age from drinking, I think 
thiamine (Vitamin Bl) is 
useful. It won't hurt and it 
could help to take a multiple 
vitamin B complex capsule 
or tablet every day. In ad- 
vanced liver failure the pro- 
teins are avoided but such 
patients should be in a hos- 
pital.
